That there was a ‘‘want of comprehension and sympathy”?

£8.11.6. And in that day flowers were far cheaper than they 
are now—the sum kept the home of this man called austere 
supplied with an abundance of flowers. Washington loved 
tlowers—natural flowers. When ‘‘professional jealousies, 
treachery, the want of comprehension and sympathy’’ sad- 
dened him he turned to the sweetest beauties that Nature 











provided. 

And then there was his meeting with Martha Custis, who 
became his wife —a most beautiful story that. It was in the 
days when the armies in Europe as well as in America were 
fizlting to determine whether the territory west of the Alle 
glianies should be under French or English control. Wash 
ington had electrified his own, and perhaps all the colonies, by 
his heroism at the defeat of Braddock in the forks of the Ohio, 
and was vow a colonel of militia, He was assembling a new 
force, and that force ‘twas in want of arms, tents, field 
equipage, and almost every requisite.’” He had repeatedly 
written to the colonial executive about the condition of af 
fairs, and was finally ordered to Williamsburg, Va., ‘*to lay 
the state of the case before the council.”’ 

The journey was of the utmost importance; Washington 
was exceedingly anxious to get the supplies and time was 
pressing. With what eager haste he mounted his horse and, 
with a single black servant (Bishop), galloped away we may 





easily Imagine, 

Without incident now remembered, Washington reached the 
ferry acrozs “the Pamunkey, a branch of York River,’’ and 
there fell in with a Mr, Chamberlayne, a planter of the neigh- 
borhood. Chamberlayue knew Washington; it was at about 
the noon hour, when dinner was served in all that region, and 
nothing would do but that the young colonel of rising fame 
should go to Chamberlayne’s home for dinner. 

It is recorded that Washington was minded to go on with- 
out stopping for dinner, but Chamberlayne prevailed. It isa 
fair inference to suppose that the planter’s chief argument 
was that the horses ought not to be deprived of their **snack”’ 
even if the colonel was willing to go without dinner, 

It is likely, too, that Washington learned that ‘tthe widow 


Custis’? was there, but how much that knowledge then influ 





enced him it is impossible now to say. 

Anyway to dinner he went, and we have now an excellent 
picture of the little party as they sat at the table, with Wash 
ington at the place of honor on the right of the host. 

A most interesting picture is any true portrayal of the events 
in the life of George Washington, but for the purpose of show- 
ing the heart of the man none in existence excels this of the 
Chamberlayne dinner table, for there stands the vivacious 
widow charming the man who of all men is now most honored 
by his countrymen—charming him by her exquisite personality 
as she gave him a flower. 

Washington loved flowers. There are few traits in his 
character which we remember with more pleasure than that. 
It was a most lovable trait in him; but the men of his time— 
all who have left us records of his life at least—understand 
that trait as litle as some others, and Washington felt a lack 





of sympathy from them. 

There is a story told in his diary about one of Washington’s 
fox-hunting days. As a horseman, Washingt was unex 
celled in his day. Jefferson conceded that. The cow boy of 
to-day would have called him a regular broncho buster, for he

A Cusnion FOR HaAt-pins.—Hat-pins, as everybody knows, are inconveniently long for the | 
rdinary pin-eushion, but a want is no sooner felt than somebody is clever enough to supply 
ind the rule holds good in the present instance. A Japanese doll, haif a yard of satin rib- 
yn two and a half inches wide, and about a yard and a half of half-inch ribbon of a contrast 
g¢ color, ean be converted in a few minutes into a very ornamental receptacle for these very | 
necessary and useful articles, whose heads, glittering against the satin ribbon, add to the 
lecorative effect. The Japanese doll can be purchased at any Japanese store. The wide satin 
ribbon is folded in half, and on one side, in quaint, irregular lettering, executed with gold 
paint, or wrought in outline stitch with embroidery silk, are the words, ‘* A pin is sticking the 
saby.’’ The doll, from just beneath the arms, is put in to a bag a little less than a quarter of a 
yard long, stuffed with wool wadding or any suitable material. The satin ribbon is then neatly 
sewed together with ‘‘over-and-over”’ stitch until within half an inch of the top, where an 
ning is left to thrust the arms of the doll through. The top of the satin bag is then turned 
down and the narrow ribbon is passed from the waist over the shoulders, crossing back and 
front—to conceal the top of the bag, and also to simulate Japanese costume. Similar ribbon 
is passed as a belt around the waist, finished at the back with a bow and ends, and beneath 
the bow is secured a loop, long enough to extend an inch or two above the doll’s head, by 














which to suspend the cushion. 

Commence by making a hem an inch and three-quarters wide at each end of the silk, then, 
with embroidery silk which matches the ribbon, crochet two rows of single crochet stitch, and 
one of double erochet around each ring. Place the two hems together, the wrong sides inward, 
iid, commencing just below them, sew the sides with ‘‘over-and-over’’ stitch for the space 
fanineh, Gather the remainder of the selvage, drawing it into a circle just large enough 
to fit the outer row of crocheting on the ring, and sew this gathered portion firmly to it. Next 
a row of stitching half an inch above the hems, and through the casing thus formed pass 
» satin ribbon, fastening at each end in small bows. 

When the work is placed inside, and the bag is drawn up, the ends of the knitting needles 
e slipped through the brass rings.
